Question 
Hangs Fire 


It will be electric heat at the 
new senior high school IF con= 
sulting engineers consider the use 
of such a heat saver practical and 
IF Mass, Electric Co, is willing 
to foot the bill for its installation, 


This was Manager Richard 
Bowen's position at TOWNSMAN 
presstime, 


Based on an analysis of cost 
figures prepared by Mass, Elec= 
tric and the New England Fuel 
Institute, it has now been 
determined that it will cost an 
estimated $2,700 less to heat the 
planned school with ofl than with 
electricity, 

The power company this week, 
however, introduced a new factor 
which could tip the balance toward 
the heating system preferred by 
the building committee, The feasi= 
bility of installing a regenerator 
which could reclaim as muchas 80 
percent of the school’s heat is being, 
considered by engineers respon= 
sible for this part of the planning, 

If they come up with a favorable 
opinion, Mass, Electric will be 
given the chance to underwrite the 
cost of the regenerator or risk 
seeing the decision go to its come 
petitors in the oil industry, 

Bowen pointed out that a heat 
regenerator can also be used with 
an oil heat system, but said he 
would support the use of electricity 
over oil if the costs could be 
brought in line with those to be 
expected with the use of a con= 
ventional oil system, 

He added that the architect’s 
figure for the $2,724 differential 
between estimated oil and electric 
heating costs for the school did 
not take into consideration the 
some $6,000 in architect’s fees 
that would be lopped off if the 
choice were electric heat, Nor 
does it include, he said, the 
$11,000 in cash that the power 
company has offered as aninduce= 
ment, Figuring in these totals, it 
cuts the annual operating 
differential to $1,900 over a 20 
year period, he said,

Headstart 


In a matter of weeks the U. S. Government should begin 
to get some feed back on Operation Headstart. Ex- 
perienced teachers are going to know in short order 
whether or not first year children from disadvantaged 
homes are readier to cope with educational challenges 
than predecessors from the same background, 

Then will follow the job of evaluating the degree of 
readiness in terms of the cost, and hopefully, some 
creative thinking about how to translate the Headstart 
ideal into a more practical tool for lifting horizons. There 
can be no question that as it was this summer, hastily 
conceived and executed, it cost more than it needs to 
cost. 

Despite the frantic job of organization that went on in 
the weeks prior to the opening of Headstart schools, the 
handful of Andover children included in the initial experi- 
ment were exposed to a big chunk of the world in eight 
weeks, Full credit for this goes to the Lawrence Guidance 
Center and the professional staff it pulled together to 
meet the President’s Headstart deadlines. 


Additional bouquets are due the number of Andover 
people who donated time and talent to enrich the program 
and due the School Department, also, for materials lent 
and given. 

There is local discussion of a future for Headstart, but 
the particulars remain vague as federal and state agencies 
work out the details of a plan for regional administration 
of the program. It is already known, however, that all such 
Economic Opportunity programs in this area are to be 
coordinated through the Lawrence OEO office. 


This will mean cooperation. Fortunately, Andover knows 
from its summer experience with Headstart that there are 
people here willing to exert themselves for the good of 
the human race. 


With Regret

“Why should I,’’ says the high school principal, ‘‘have 
to send a girl to the dean’s office to be reprimanded be- 
cause her skirt is immodestly short?’’ Why indeed? That’s 
part of what mothers are for, 

Today’s adults have been accused and accused of ex- 
pecting too much of the public schools. If they now find 
it easier to let educators prescribe the rules of judgement 
and taste in dress than to buck teen trends, the accusa- 
tion seems more than justified.
